The  basic  drive  behind  this  whole  search  is  the  memory  I  have 
of  conversations  over-heard  in  childhood.  My  nether,  Mrs,  Cora 
Stanbach  Atkins,  often  told  us,  "ify  father  was  killed  when  I  was  such 
a  little  girl  that  I  have  never  known  much  about  his  people11.  The 
unfulfilled  yearning  in  her  voice  stayed  in  ny  mind,  This  is  for  her. 
It  is  the  record  of  "his  people"*

BROBST  (Probst,  Propst,  Bropst)  Family 
and  related  fanilieo. 

The  Brobst  family,  Phillip  end  hie  wife  Cerinc,  v.'ith  their 
children,  cane  originally  froc  Wurtcmburg  or  Lovc-r  Saxony  ns  part 
of  a  great  wave  of  religious  exiles  who  sought  refuge  in  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  colony,  Henry  of  Navarre,  with  his  Edict  of  Nantes,  had 
given  quasi-freedom  to  the  Lutherans  and  Calvinists  of  the  Palatin¬ 
ate  and  the  region  now  known  as  Alsace-Lorraine,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  sixteenth  century.  Around  one  hundred  yearn  later,  in  l68p, 

King  Louis  XIV  of  France  revoked  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  Only  in  the 
Dutch  Republic  were  all  denominations  permitted  to  worship  with  any 
toleration  on  the  continent.  Hundreds  cf  thousands  fled  fron  Franco 
and  the  Palatinate,  many  of  then  leaving  noot  of  their  possessions 
behind  then. They  sought  refuge  in  the  Dutch  Republic,  England,  the 
American  colonics  and  South  Africa,  So  many  went  to  England  that 
they  caused  a  serious  economic  problem,  England's  "Good  Queen  Anno1', 
as  she  was  called,  sympathetic  and  understanding  both  sides  of  the 
situation,  financed  the  shipping  and  feeding  of  many  who  went  to  the 
American  colonics.  These  people,  regardless  of  previous  political  or 
national  affiliations,  had  to  swear  allegiance  to  the  Crown  of  England, 
Masters  of  all  vessels  kept  careful  lists,  each  man  over  16  being 
required  to  sign  or  make  his  nark  before  being  allowed  to  land.  Thus 
many  of  the  German  names  were  nisspollcd  by  tho  English  ship-clerk 
who  wrote  them  as  they  3oundcd  to  him, 

Phillip  and  his  son  Michcal  were  among  those  listed  an  having 
come  to  Philadelphia  October  17,  17^2  on  the  pink,  John  and  William, 
froc  Rottcrda.n,  last  from  Dover.  Both  v/crc  listed  as  sick.(l)  The 
word  pink  describes  a  kind  of  ship,  as  sloop  or  brigentine.

Phillip'  3  v/ifc  is  listed  variously  as  Gcrinc,  Ccrino,  end 
C'crino.  Since  the  nruc  Cr.thorino  appears  oo  frequently  among  her 
female  descendants,  I  nn  inclined  to  believe  that  the  C'crinc  was  the 
abbreviation  uoed  for  Catherine  and  could  have  been  translated  from 
tho  early  day  Gernan  writing  re  Gcrinc  or  Ccrino. 

Land  warrants  for  the  County  of  Philadelphia  chov:  that  Phillip 
Propet  had  a  lend  warrant  for  IJpO  acres  recorded  ^ug.l,  175^>  ^or  50  A. 
and  for  100  A,  on  March  2J,  17^2. (0)  Berko  County  wre  formed  from 
parte  of  Philo..,  Bucko,  and  Lc.ncaotcr  countice  on  Mar. 11,  1752, 
which  accounts  for  the  later  recordo  of  hi3  holdings  in  Berko  Co. 

He  node  a  v:iil  in  17^7  which  was  probated  March  21,  17^0  in  which  the 
following  children  were  designated:  Mic-hcal,  100  A.  of  land  with  the 
griot-nill  belonging  thereto;  Martin,  a  tract  of  50  A  .  and  a  good 
new  griot-nill;  Valentine,  his  just  portion  of  the  estate;  Eva 
Catherine,  j>0  pounds  in  nonev  and  Dorothy  (wife  of  Johannes  Fctterolf) 

50  pounds  in  noncy, Another  daughter,  Mrs.  N.  Kutz  was  not  mentioned. 

It  io  interesting  to  know  that  Phillip  was  helpful  in  building  tho 
first  church  in  the  nllc  Mangel  region  on  land  given  by  the  Rev. 

Henry  Melchior  Muhlenberg. (5)  Phillip  was  a  potter  by  trade  but  by 
necessity  became  a  farmer. 

His  son’Michcal, (1722-1771)  was  a  tax-collector  for  Albany  Twp., 
B^-rko  Co.,  Penn,,  and  like  his  father  wa.s  a  farmer  and  miller.  He  wa. s 
marriod  forst  to  a  Miss  Shade,  who  was  the  mother  of  his  son  Henry,  Next 
ho  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Albright(4).  No  date  of  birth  has  been  found 
for  her  and  her  death  da.tc(l767)  leads  one  to  believe  that  she  died 
very  shortly  after  the  birth  of  their  twelfth  child,  Christian,  who 
was  born  Sept,  l4,  1767.  (7,9)  Michcal  married  a  third  time  to  a 


Margr.rot(la.st  name  unknown) ,  no  the  r  of  Gee.  Hiichcal  Brobst. 

The  cldc~t  eon  of  I-Iichc*-!  end  Mary  Elizabeth  .il  bright  was  also 
named  I!ichcal(  1751-1814).  He  -erved  under  General  Stanwix  in  175&-9 
against  the  Indians  on  the  Pennsylvania  frontier  (6)  rnd  was  later  a 
Major  in  the  Revolution,  in  the  Northumberland  Militia  in  1776. Kc  vr.c 
la.tcr  a.  Lieut— Col,  in  the  Northampton  Cc.  militia.  He  owned  a  valuable 
nill  where  flour  war?  made  to  be  used  by  the  neighbors  who  built  ovens 
and  baked  bread  to  relievo  the  suffering  of  V/ashington*  s  army.(lO) 
Michcal  is  listed  on  the  list  of  t'X-blcs  for  Berko  Co.(ll)  and  a 
land  warrant  of  Sent.  20,  1785  for  160  A.  is  listed. (12)  He  married 
Magdalena  Everett.  (10)  His  children  ’••ill  be  listed  elsewhere.  He  is 
buried  near  the  boundary  of  Berks  and  Lehigh  Counties  but  the  dates  on 
the  atones  arc  obliterated  with  age. 

John,  another  son  of  the  first  Michcal,  entered  the  service  at 
17,  aa  a  private  in  the  Jersey  campaign  in  1776;  from  1777-80  he  served 
as  a  ocout.  Ho  was  granted  a  pension  for  his  services.  His  birth  and 
death  datco  are  1759- 18J4.  He  war,  living  in  Union  County  at  the  time 
his  pension  wr  s  granted,  and  died  there.  He  was  married  to  Catherine 
Stumpfund  Oct.  2 6,  1780.  Their  children  are  listed  elsewhere. (l4) 

Christian  va-  the  youngest  son  of  Michcal  and  Mary  Elizabeth. 


He  wao  born  9-l4-1767j  baptized  10-25-1767.  He  served  in  the  Revolution 
with  the  Lancaster  Co.  Militia  as  a  private  guarding  prisoners  of  war. 
Later  he  was  a  Captain  in  the  4th  Company,  Northumberland  militia. ( 17) 
He  was  carried  to  Eva.  Barbara  Drun(n)  in  1JC9  by  the-  Rev,  Daniel 
Lehman.  In  1795 - He  moved  to  Catawis  lt.  Two.  Tho  first  church  cervices 
(communion)  were  held  in  their  home  by  the  Rev.  Seely  who  had  moved 
with  them  from  Albany  Twp..  <it  the  first  baptismal  services  on  New  Years 
Day, 1796,  his  son  Joseph  wao  one  of  three  baptized  at  the  meeting. (5)

’Jo  arc  particularly  interacted  in  the  descendants  of  Chrictian 
and  Barbara  Brobet1 n  non  Joneph,  He  wan  the  first  of  their  children 
born  in  Cotawicna'.  Jo-eph  married  in  1811  to  M  ry  ,inn  (Haney)  Her  turn 
who  wan  the  daughter  of  Million  Kartnar.  and  hie  wife  Frnneen  Re. unco 
(Rennier,  Rchnor?)  Read  Ada  Robbinc  Scott1"  letter  to  Maggie  Moore 
Stono  for  their  interc-ting  hiotory.  All  cf  Joseph’ a  children  were 
born  in  Catnwinna.  Around  1848  the  fr.nily  "oved  to  Iowa,  and  Joseph 
and  hin  wife  both  died  there.  They  ere  buried  at  Knoxville,  In  the 
early  oeventien,  several  of  their  children  joined  the  great  flood  of 
migration  westward  that  followed  the  Civil  'Jar.  Jociah  Brobet  and  hie 
wifo  Mary,  and  Sarah  L.  Brobst  Stanbech  and  her  husband  Jacob,  with  their 
families  moved  to  Osborne  County,  Kansas,  Sene  of  the  children  were 
married  and  remained  in  low.  for  a  tine,  othorr  cane  almost  at  once  to 
Kansas,  Theso  two  couples  arc  the  founders  of  our  branch  of  tho  Brobst 
family  in  Kansas.

His  Grand¬ 
father  Phillip  Brebst  cane  from  Gernany,  Doninion3  of  Lower  Saxony  in 
Europe  and  settled  in  Fa,  in  I69A  had  6  children  5  girls  end  5  boys, 
Micheal  Brobst  was  the  father  of  Christian  Brobst,  Christian  and  Bar¬ 
bara  Brobst  had  10. children  4  girls  and  6  acne,  his  son  Joseph  was  our 
grandfather  who  narried  Nancy  Hart' an.  Her  father  was  Wi Ilian  Ho.rtr.an 
was  born  in  Baden  Gernany,  He  with  a  brother  and  sister  wore  sent  over 
to  Ancrica  by  their  father  they  had  noncy,  end  on  board  ship  coning 
ovor  He  fell  in  love  with  a  young  girl  naned  Frances  Rarccc,  when  they 
landed  they  were  narried,  and  settled  in  Yfyoring  Pa,  they  had  two 
children  when  that  Indian  rassacrc  occurred  they  escaped  and  can.c  ovor 
the  nountains  and  settled,  and  here  is  whore  your  father  and  ny  nether 
wore  born.  The  Hnrtunno  are  a  very  wealthy  end  powerful  fanily  in 
Baden  they  belong  to  the  nobility,  V/c  have  the  coat  of  arn.a  &c, 

I  hope  I  have  nadc  this  as  plain  as  possible.  Mother  has  Christian 
Brobst  Bible  and  this  I  copied  fror:  it.

n  John  George  Kiotlcr  and  Wife  Dorothea  cane  to  A  ncricr.  in  1757* 

For  eight  years  they  lived  near  Reading  rnd  in  17^+5  moved  on  a  grant  of 
land  of  1000  acres  situated  in  what  was  then  called  Albany  Township  in 
Berks  County,  also  called  "Allaliangcl"  ncaning  n  everything  io  wanting" 


In  1812  Lehigh  wcirci;.-  cr.c'  into  being  t  nd  part  of  Albr/y  Township  is 
now  Lynn  Township  BeM.-h  bc,:o".y,  Thus  Mistier  Vr-llcy  in  nov;  in  Lehigh 
County  md  the  chin* oh  is  -Bi'il  ’.or.  ted  in  Albany  Tovmahip  Berks  County, 

Samuel  Ki oiler .  son  os  John  George,  Married  a  Catherine  Brobst, 
likely  the  daughter  of  eld  Martin  Brob.st, 

Daniel  Kistior,  son  og  ilichco.l  married  Catherine  Brobst,  the  daughter 
of  Christian  Brobet, 

John  S.  Kistlcr,  eon  of  Samuel,  married  Elizabeth,  also  a  daughter 
of  Christian  Brobat. 

Note:  Thin  John  S.  Kietlor  and  Elizabeth  Brobat  were  ay  grandfather  "nd 
grandmother,  and  both  cf  them  died  at  eur  ole  Homestead  and  were  taken 
care  of  by  ny  mother  and  father  until  they  died,  A  monument  marks  their 
graves  in  the  New  Jerusalem.  Church  Cemetery  ir.  Albany  Township,  Berko 
County,  Penn, 

It  was  in  this  name  church  where  old  Rev,  Schumacher  greeted  hie 
company  of  church  folks  one  Sunday  saying; "Good  morgen  nine  f riondn, 

Ba~ condors  alia,  was  Kistlcr  heist, "(Good  morning,  r.y  friends,  especially 
everybody  v/ho  is  a  Kiotlor.) 

The  first  church  building  has  this  history,  ground  donated  by  the 
Rev.  Henry  Muhlenberg  and  Count  Zinsenderf  who  were  at  the  dedication. 

No  doubt,  the  old  Brobnt  family  were  charter  members.  John  George 
Kiotlcr  was  an  elder. 

Rov.  Sam.ucl  Brobat  wan  the  author  of  0  German  song-book  and  co- 
founder  of  Muhlenberg  College,  He  also  had  cx-Prcsidcnt  James  Garfield 
ao  a  pupil  in  a  nchcol  he  taught  in  Chio.  The  second  church  built  and 
dedicated  in  1765  is  in  splendid  up-kcop  and  used  regularly  by  both 
the  Lutheran  and  Reformed, 


Captain  Mathias  Brobst  served  in  George  Washington1  a  Any  at  the 
Brandywine  and  Valley  Ferae,  He  and  ny  great  great  grandfather,  John 
George  Kistle-r  walked  to  Philadelphia,  and  beck  again,  to  take  out  hio 
naturalization  papers. 

Christian  Brobst  built  a  large  atone  griot  mill  at  Catr. wiser,  in 
1799.  His  wife,  it  is  arid,  helped  her  husband  in  this  work  by  carry¬ 
ing  stones  in  her  apron." 

Enclosure  2.  An  early  Survey  of  c_  Railroad 

The  story  i3  told  as  follows!  Christian  Brobst  had  a  local  tin¬ 
smith  of  Catav/isna  make  for  him  a  heme  made  level,  with  a  bottle  partly 
filled  v/ith  water  placed  in  the  middle,  to  indicate  the  level  position. 
With  thin  and  the  help  cf  his  boys  he  began  to  survey  a  rail-road  route 
between  Catav/isna  and  Tama qua,  which  extended  over  three  or  four  oteep 
mountains  and  deep  ravines,  for  a  distance  of  seventy  miles  necessitating 
a  dozen  wooden  trcstlingo  and  bridges,  seme  several  feet  high  and  throe 
tunnels  through  the  mountains.  It  was  the  first  built  branch  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  and  is  today  leased  by  the  said  rail¬ 
road  for  999  years,  forming  a  vital  connecting  link  between  the  Schuyl¬ 
kill  Coal  regions,  Philadelphia  and  Y/illiamsport,  and  through  this  rail*- 
road  connections  to  the  we~t.  The  railroad  bonds  end  preferred  stock  of 
this  branch  have  never  failed  in  payment  of  their  interest  charge. 

Before  the  building  of  this  road  was  finally  financed  by  Philadelph¬ 
ia  and  Reading  capitalists,  it  is  reported  that  Stephen  J.  Girard,  found¬

to  get  then  thru  the  current  cf  the  rapids,  overheated  the  boiler, 
having  no  steam  guege  in  these  d-ys)  causing  c.n  explosion  that  result¬ 
ed  in  one  or  more  deaths.  Christian  was  badly  injured  and  burned  and 
died  from  the  after  effects." 

These  arc  but  a  few  of  the  interesting  things  one  nay  read  about 
the  old  families  and  v/ith  a.  little  imagination,  we  can  got  a  sense  of 
timclcssncss. -Names  nay  change  and  places  nay  change,  end  even  our 
nationalities  nay  change,  but  the  seed  of  Phillip  and  his  wife,  C'crino, 
arc  scattered  far  and  wide  today,  we  hope  living  as  courageously  in 
our  time  as  Phillip  did  in  his  and  as  worthily  C3  Christian  lived  out 
his  years.

In  1825  end  132?  ho  represented  his  district  in  the  state  legislature, 
kore  important  than  his  military  history  is  the  fact  that  while  a 


member  of  the  legislature,  he  introduced  a  bill  for  the  support  of 
schools  by  taxation  of  property  go  that  all  the  youth  might  receive 
an  education.  ihe  bill  was  passed,  thus  making  him  ont  of  the  founders 
of  the  free  public  school  system  in  the  United  States.  Ho  laid  out 
and  built  a  rail— road;  he  helped  build  a  bridge  across  the  Susque¬ 
hanna,  and  his  death  was  the  result  of  injuries  when  a  steam  ship 
which  he  and  some  friends  were  trying  out  on  the  river  blew  up  near 
Uescopek.  He  had  a  gxnius  for  building,  apparently,  and  must  have 
had  unflagging  energies  for  he  was  active  always.  His  church,  Lutheran, 
was  close  to  his  heart.  The  first  church  services  were  held  in  his 
home  in  Catawissa,  and  he  gave  land  and  helped  build  the  church.  It 
is  said  his  wife  carried  stones  in  her  apron  to  him  in  the  building. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  church  board  for  nr  ny  years,  c  member  of  the 
legislature,  and  the  first  president  of  the  school  board  in  Catawiss 
He  left  a  record  of  civic  interest  ar.d  personal  participation  of  bui 
ing  "for  God  and  Country"  that  hie  descendants  could  well  emulate.
